On 11/21/61 Mr. EMMETT MC GAUGHEY, SAC Contact, 
advised me that he has learned that his name appears on the 
letterhead of Project Alert. He stated he has requested his 
name be deleted from the letterhead, and they have promised 
to do so. 

MC GAUGHEY states he knows of nothing untoward 
concerning.any of. the people involved in Project Alert but 
that he merely objects to the use of his name by any 
organization in which he does not have an influencing vote 
such as being on the Board of Directors. 

He stated that the Southern California Edison 
Company is. sponsoring half of the Project Alert program 
scheduled in mid-December 1961 and that it. is going to take 
a religious theme. He stated that some of the speakers will 
be Admiral RADFORD, Congressman WALTER, CLEON SKOUSEN, 

Dr. NORMAN VINCENT PEALE, and Reverend DAN POLING. . 

He stated that SKOUSEN appears to be in charge of 
the program; that JOHN WAYNE will be Master of Ceremonies 
on one night; and that there is some possibility that 
General MAC ARTHUR will come out to speak. 

Mr. MC GAUGHEY stated that they are going to have

Perhaps you have not noticed before that it is the white man rather 
than the white woman who is leading the fight for Negro rights in white 
society. Men make up our courts, occupy our pulpits, lead our political 
parties, manage the armed forces, boss our schools, in each of which 
the Negro’s advancement is a great crusade. We see these white men 
on TV, hear them on the radio and read their stuff in the press urging 
and extolling the §9fi|d (and therefore inevitab ly the §gxjjgl) inte- 
gration of the races. That invisible white man behind that door demand- 
ing entrance for the Negro might even be named Nixon or Warren or 
Peale or Pike or Eisenhower, but for the fact, perhaps, that white men 
of prominence insulate themselves from social contacts with Negroes 
and thus never offer their own women and children as pawns on the 
altars of miscegenation and debased standards.

Negro -Eroding Dooms Newb^gh 

Stupidity, Fertility, and Fornication: Victorious Virtues— Under Need 


Ten thousand towns in the United States, Newburgh, 
N. Y., included, have discovered that blindly aiding the 
needy increases need. Where relief of need is the moral 
standard, the consequences of public charity cannot be 
considered. Those who reject that standard and accept 
instead long-range human welfare are denounced as 
wicked, inhuman, and cruel. 

Under the rule of Need, three virtues united are invinci- 
ble: stupidity, fertility, and fornication — for each leads to 
need. The unwed Negro mothers on welfare relief rolls 
possess these three virtues. If the more intelligent and 
industrious are trained to save whatever is bom, incom- 
petence and shiftlessness, combined with superior fertility, 
have survival value. The addition of immorality acceler- 
ates the conquest. 

THE DEMENTED NOBLEMAN 

Accepting absolutely relief of need as the moral stand- 
ard, Uncle Sam is the living Don Quixote. His brain de- 
ranged by too much reading of Jewish books which, 
preaching blind charity, condemn whoever judges others 
or plucks tares and which praise those who wait until the 
harvest, this demented nobleman squanders his resources 
in saving those most in need, domestic and foreign. 

Like the hero of Cervantes’ great work, this new lunatic 
learns nothing from the recorded experience of others or 
from his own experience. When the people whose need 
he has relieved beat and rob him, spit upon him, and join 
his enemies, he launches vaster programs to relieve need, 
without thought of probable consequences to himself or 
to others. He obeys absolutely certain Jews who said or 
say that they speak for God. Need is his only rule of social 
action. He gives, and gives, asking no questions other 
than, Are you in need? — and with “no strings attached”. 
If his billions of dollars for domestic relief and foreign aid 
increase the need for relief and aid, he denounces as im- 
moral, inhuman, and cruel those who seek to restrain 
him. He does his Jew-revealed duty. 

This moral fanatic continually threatens to resist evil. 
But when the showdown comes, our deluded hero obeys 
the Jewish writings, the reading of which has unhinged 
his mind, not by resisting evil, but by backing down. Worse 
even, all over the globe he runs interference for his 
enemy against his friends by aiding those most in need. 
He never thinks of quality, but only of equality. He seeks 
the glory of surpassing all others combined in relieving 
need. Uncle Sam is a psychopath. 

TWO SLOGANS OF DEATH 

The Judaic-Christian doctrines of Judge not! (Matt. 
7:1). and Wait until the harvest! (Matt. 13:30) are fatal 
to the superior type of man. They prevent his protecting 
himself against the more fertile and, therefore, more needy, 
inferior. The doctrine of Need as the categorical impera- 
tive prevents considering the consequences of relieving 
need. 


The Christian Church and the Communist Party, as 
well as the fellow-travelers of each — the Liberals, Human- 
ists, Rationalists, Secularists, and most Freethinkers — are 
united in enforcing the Jewish principle of equality regard- 
less of quality. They obey absolutely the familial metaphor 
of the universal brotherhood of men. 

With his slingshot figures of speech, the Jew slays the 
white giant. Conditioning, training, the Nordic to be a 
Negro-breeder is the supreme spiritual, semantic, achieve- 
ment of the Jew. (The Jews in Israel are not Arab- 
breeders.) ; 

THE TWO MASTER SOCIAL METAPHORS 

The master metaphors of social thought are those of 
society as an organism — the living body metaphor — arid 
of society as a family — the brotherhood metaphor. The 
organic metaphor suggests differences and subordination; 
the familial metaphor suggests equality. 

Brotherly Love makes the moral standard to be Need; 
Rational Love makes it to be Long-range Human 
Welfare. Familial equality ignores the results of indis- 
criminatingly relieving need; sane social behavior considers 
consequences. Long-range Human Welfare requires 
thought of inherited intrinsic qualities. Need is not enough. 

The living body metaphor can be, and has been, used 
to justify Negro slavery. The family metaphor leads to 
Negro-breeding at public expense on an extensive scale. 
One should combine the two metaphors, and remember 
that they are not literally true but are emotional, figures 
of speech. Those who stress the body metaphor are more 
likely to be physically realistic than those who stress the 
brother metaphor. 

Christian and Communist moralities are the same Jew- 
ish familial equality expressed differently. Christians pre- 
fer the theological, personificational, language of religion; 
Communists, the literal teleological language of common 
sense. The first speaks of a Father in Heaven and the 
Brotherhood of men; the, second, _of Brotherhood only. 
Each group, however, denies or ignores causality through 
the genes and the gene-determined brain, the quality of 
which determines the effect of education; each obeys ab- 
solutely the equalizing Jewish metaphor of the family, with 
Need as the moral standard, without thought of quality. 
Christians and Communists equally reject human heredity 
as not important and accept environment as the sole factor 
in the formation of character. 

The Reasoner is guided in his moral behavior, not by 
what an ancient Jew said God said we must do to live 
happily after death, but by his own vision of a better 
society on earth of better men — which cannot be if in- 
herited intrinsic physical qualities are denied or ignored. 

Charity unchecked by thought of long-range human 
welfare leads to long-range human misery. Equality out- 
laws Quality. Under Equality and Need, superior fertility 
suffices for conquest. Need is the new God. Under this 
God, the Blacks from Africa are vanquishing, almost with- 
out resistance, the Whites of the United States of America. 



JESUS -THINKING jJ^BEING WISE 
AFTER THE EVENT 

The Jewish authors of the Christian Gospels place in the 
mouth of their hero numerous sayings that to the uncritical 
sound profound but to the rcasoner are superficial — such 
as, for example, Luke 6:44, “Every tree is known by his 
own fruit.” To value a. thing after experiencing it is easy 
thinking. To judge which kind of fruit a given tree will 
bear requires a degree of intelligence. If through being 
misconditioned, one loses- the use of the eyes in judging 
by correlated visible qualities, one cannot, of course, judge 
at all, but must wait until harvest. 

The Jesus thinker is like the forester who, when the 
king marveled that on numerous trees the arrow was in 
the center of the circle, explained: “Your Majesty, I shoot 
the arrow first, and then draw the circle.” The Jewized 
non-judger lets fear of the possibility of error prevent his 
judging its probability. Like the arrow-circling marksman, 
he never misses the target. 

Whoever refuses to judge others is at the mercy of the 
more fertile who are in need. He joyfully supports his 
new “brothers”, though they are literally one-hundred- 
thousandth cousins. 

Eyes evolved through survival value. Their use in deal- 
ing with needy “brothers” is now outlawed. Requesting 
a picture of an applicant for employment is prohibited. 
Interviews will surely be forbidden. 

JUDGE OTHERS BEFORE ACTION 

Statistical probability is the accepted guide in science. 
Insofar as probability is rejected, science ceases. 

The slogan of the anti-discriminator, all behavior is in- 
dividual, bars the application of probability to the social 
behavior of human beings. That every individual must 
be judged by his own acts prevents judging him. After the 
act, one may value it. Valuing is only figuratively a judg- 
ing. Expressing approval or disapproval of an act requires 
no reasoning. 

To be helpful, the judgment must be made before action. 

SACRIFICERS REQUIRE BENEFICIARIES 

The Jewish writings accepted by Gentiles as the only 
genuine revelation of the will of God, say (Acts 20:35) 
that it is more blessed to give than to receive. 

The virtues of the sacrificer are diligence, intelligence, 
and charity. The virtues of the chief receiver are those 
that make for need — as previously stated, stupidity, fertil- 
ity, and fornication (having a husband around would be 
a bar to easy relief). The more fertile needy readily sub- 
due the creators of wealth. Most of the creators now com- 
pete with one another in aiding the needy and thus in- 
creasing their number. Sacrificial love saves both the giver 
and the receiver — in different meanings, however, of the 
word “save”. 

Many a wed white mother saves her soul by saving the 
bodies of unwed Negro mothers and their children, with 
the approval of her church pastor. Every clergyman is, 
in effect, an agent of Jewish equalism. Fitted -with re- 
sponse patterns formed by the equalizing family metaphor 


preventing discrimination, the Jewized Gentile/Christian*. 
or Marxian, is a Negro-breeder. 

Assisting the mediocre yields a feeble sort of joy in com- 
parison with that experienced in saving the. weakest, the 
least intelligent, and the least energetic — those most in 
need. The philosophy of Need, leading to Negro-breeding, 
is the highest form of Jewish morality for white Gentiles. 

Negro-breeding is not only the most thrilling method 
of saving one’s soul; each sacrifice increases the opportun- 
ities for sacrifice. It is like compound interest.,. 

White taxpayers cannot save their souls by sacrifice un- 
less there are those who accept it. The unwed black mother 
on relief is thus a godsend to Jewized white Gentiles, 
Christian or Marxian. The properly trained white man is 
unhappy if he does not help those most in need. He deals 
with evil effects; he dares not speak of their biological 
causes. As their sexual desires direct tne HiacKs creed. 
As their Jew-revealed duty, the Whites take care of the 
results. A Negro community is a paradise for sacrificers. 

Instead of hothouse breeding Blacks at heavy public 
expense, as is being done throughout the nation, even in 
the Southern states, it were better to eliminate them 
through planned non-reproduction. Instead of paying 
Negresses on relief so much monthly for each child, the 
Government should pay them not to beget children, as it 
now pays certain farmers for not growing grain. Paying 
each unwed Negress $3,000 to be sterilized would not 
only prevent ultimate race debasement but in ten years 
would save money. The Negro population of Newburgh 
increased from 2,045 in 1950 to 5,143 in 1960. At this 
rate of increase, by 1980 the Blacks will outnumber the 
Whites. 

The Federal Government and the New York State Gov- 
ernment will use bayonets to force the brave Newburghers 
to feed the needy, and to stay in the Negro-breeding busi- 
ness, which will increase, and increase. The United States 
of America that last century abolished Negro slavery will 
not now permit any town to secede from the Negro-breed- 
ing welfare Union. Within one hundred years, Newburgh,

is using its legislative, judicial, and financial powers to 
force'- every State in the Union to .spend State-collected 
Tax Funds to breed black bastards, / - 

The Congressional statutes and* the' judicial decisions 
do not, of course, use the names ‘‘breed”, “black”, and 
bastards". They employ the persuasive phrase "Aid to 
Dependent Children". They name the program by the 
motive. One may, however, meaningfully and helpfully 
name any action or policy by its proved results. We so 
re-name the compulsory Aid-to-Dependent-Children pro- 
gram of the Federal Government. Most of the dependents 
are children of unwed Negresses.

MULTIPLE ILLEGITIMACY Extension of Remarks 
of Hon. James C. Davis of Georgia 
In the House of Representatives 

Mr. James C. Davis. Mr. Speaker, the growing problem 
of illegitimate births in the United States is one that is 
costing Federal and State treasuries almost $1 billion a 
year in aid to dependent children. 

Statistics prepared by the National Office of Vital Sta- 
tistics show that the rate of illegitimate births more than 
doubled in the period from 1940 to 1958, the last year 
for which official figures are available. 

Records show that in 1940 a total of 89,500 illegitimate 
births was registered; the total in 1958 was 208,700. White 
illegitimate births in 1958 averaged 20.9 for every 1,000 
live births; Negro illegitimate births for the same year 
averaged 212.3 for every 1,000 live births. This ratio 
between white and Negro illegitimate births has remained 
constant down through the years. 

It is obvious that in fair too many cases mothers of 
illegitimate children are taking deliberate advantage of 
laws that permit them to draw aid to dependent children 
funds for each child they bear out of wedlock. In one 
Southern State, for example, 6,000 unmarried mothers 
are being paid assistance for their, 23,000 illegitimate chil- 
dren. 

The General Assembly of the State of Georgia in 1951 
enacted a law prohibiting payments to any mother for 
more than one illegitimate child. The effectiveness of this 
reasonable law was destroyed when the Federal Govern- 
ment threatened to withhold all welfare funds from the 
State of Georgia unless the law was repealed. 

The General Assembly of Georgia, on March 6, 1961, 
adopted a resolution protesting and deploring this Fed- 
eral intervention, which, in effect, condones and rewards 
multiple illegitimacy. This resolution follows’: 


H.R. 106 

Resolution relative to certain welfare benefits; and for 
other purposes 

Whereas in many areas of this State the number of 
births of illegitimate children has sharply increased during 
the last few years; and 

Whereas, although laws have been enacted in an at- 
tempt to stop illegitimate births, under Federal rules and 
regulations welfare payments are still authorized for ille- 
gitimate children; and 

Whereas at the time the General Assembly of Georgia 
enacted a law prohibiting payments to any mother for 
more than one illegitimate child, the Federal agency ad- 
ministering the welfare program threatened to withhold 
all funds from the State of Georgia unless such laws were 
repealed; and 

Whereas there is no action which might be taken on 
the State level to cope with this situation, but action needs 
to be taken on the Federal level: Now therefore, be it 

Resolved by the General Assembly of Georgia , That 
the members of this body deplore the situation existing at 
the present time which, in effect, condones illegitimacy 
and rewards persons for illegitimate births, and request 
that the Members of the U. S. Senate and the Members of 
the U. S. House of Representatives from Georgia do all 
in their power to take whatever action necessary to prevent 
welfare payments for illegitimate children; be it further 

Resolved , That the clerk of the house is hereby in- 
structed to transmit a copy of this resolution to each mem- 
ber of the Georgia congressional delegation.

WELFARE FUND CUTOFF HALTED 
U. S. Delays Action on Louisiana Matter 

Washington (UPI) — The government "Monday [May 
5] postponed the effective date of an order which would 
cut off federal aid to 22,000 illegitimate Louisiana children 
who were dropped from the state’s welfare rolls last sum- 
mer. 

The action was prompted by President Kennedy’s sign- 
ing of a bill to provide emergency aid-to-dependent relief 
payments to children of unemployed parents. 

The bill contained a special provision postponing until 
September, 1962, the date when Louisiana must comply 
with federal standards. 

Arthur M. Fleming, secretary of health, education and 
welfare in the Eisenhower administration, threatened to 
cut off such funds to Louisiana by July 1 of this year. He 
acted in the wake of Louisiana’s action dropping illegiti- 



mate children from public as^^nce rolls. 

Fleming ruled that no stattSvCould receive dependent 
children funds if they were taken off the welfare rolls with- 
out providing some other type of care for them. 

His Democratic successor, Secretary Abraham Ribicoff, 
has been consulting with officials of Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and other states which do not comply with this ruling in an 
effort to work out a solution to the problem. 

A special difficulty in the case of Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi is that state legislative action would be required to 
change the welfare regulations. 

New officials said the provision in the new child-aid bill 
would give the states time to act without being penalized 
by withdrawal of the federal moneys. 


In 21 years at the most, every dependent child will have 
a vote. One-half of them can, and most of that half will, 
in the late teens (some in the early teens) beget more 
dependent children; and so on without end, multiplying 
geometrically. 

The billion-dollar global giveaways will yield even 
greater harvests of colored children, whose descendants 
will overrun America when immigration bars are removed 
to avoid offending our colored “brothers”. 

Some writers who disapprove subsidizing illegitimacy 
have referred to the unwed mothers as prostitutes. These 
critics should make clear to their readers that these prosti- 
tutes are not paid cash by the cooperating males who en- 
able them to increase their income by increasing the pop- 
ulation but are supported by the citizen taxpayers of the 
United States under threats by the Federal Government 
that, although it collects taxes equally from all the States, 
it will withhold funds from any State which does not pay 
the prolific Negresses, regardless of how many illegitimate 
children they beget. Uncle Sam’s prostitutes are mostly 
black. 

A condition, not a theory, confronts us. Decision will 
be made and action taken by September of next year. 

Will the States of Louisiana and Mississippi revise their 
Welfare laws and join the other States in black bastard 
breeding on a big scale? Reader, what do you think ought 
to happen, and, also, what do you judge will happen? Let 
us hear from you. 

NEWBURGH REBELS AGAINST 
BASTARD BREEDING 

The City of Newburgh, N. Y. (57 miles north of New 
York City) startled the world of undiscriminating human 
brotherhood, June 20, 1961, by restricting welfare bene- 
fits, including payments to unwed mothers. News of the 
rebellion was deservedly front-paged and streamer-head- 
lined in the New York Herald Tribune, June 21: 

Newburgh ‘ Secedes ’ From Welfare State: Able-Bodied 
Must Work , Illegitimacy Limited 

The new rules, City Manager Joseph Mitchell said, had 
been adopted in order “to curtail immigration, save money, 
and halt our blight”. With 1,382 persons out of a popula- 
tion of 30,000, 1 in 20, on relief, $983,000 of the city’s 


$3 million b^pt was spent for welfare. Ninety-five per 
cent of the population was spending one-third of its public' 
money to support 5 per cent of the population. 

The City Officials, in, announcing the restrictions, did 
not use the name “Negro”. Some of the news dispatches 
spoke of “the influx of Negroes”. 

Thousands of towns and cities throughout the United 
States suffer from the same social and racial blight. Only 
Newburgh had the courage to challenge State and Federal 
laws. 

The reaction was prompt and vigorous. City Manager' 
Mitchell reported enthusiastic support by nearly all the 
citizens, and the receipt of many messages of approval 
from outside areas. Numerous newspapers elsewhere 
ufged their local government similarly to restrict welfare 1 
payments. 

Opposition in Newburgh was headed by the Mayor (the 
only member of the City Council to vote against the new 
rules) and, of course, the majority of the clergy, including 
the Ministerial Association. More significant and threaten- 
ing was : the action of State Welfare Commissioner Ray- 
mond W. Houston in calling a special meeting of the State 
Board of Social Welfare in New York City, Monday, June 
26 (the day on which this issue of The Truth Seeker goes 
to press), to deal with the Newburgh crisis. 

If the State of New York should fail to compel the City 
of Newburgh to revoke its new rules and to continue wel- 
fare payments to the mothers of illegitimate children, re- 
gardless of their number, the Federal Government would 
withhold Federal welfare funds, and the State of New York 
would be aligned with the States of Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi. 

In its next, August, number, The Truth Seeker will re- 
port further developments in the Newburgh revolution and 
will analyze the biological, social, and religious factors 
involved. Whoever is interested in long-range human wel- 
fare should not miss the August, 1961, issue of The Truth 
Seeker. 

Strongly hoping that we are mistaken, we predict that 
the taxpayers of Newburgh will be forced to continue sub- 
sidizing illegitimacy, mostly Negro, and that the number 
of colored dependent children by immigration will increase 
arithmetically and by subsidized local reproduction . will 
multiply geometrically. The Whites in Newburgh are 
doomed to disappear. CHARLES SMITH
